Upon’ entorint§ the Hall Luiz dg 
Canioonn;: ry: Martins, who was 
accompanied by the Portuguese 
Consul-General, Mr. a. F. 3B. 
Silva-Notto, President of the Club, 
and Mr. D..P. J. Lopes, represent- 
ing tho Lectura Sub-Committee 
of the Clob, received on hoarly 
wolcomo from tio gathering pre- 
sont, among whom were quite o 
number of Indies. Ir. Martins took 
his sent at tho bottom end of tho 
Hall, and was supported by Consul 
Cervoira d’Albuquerquo Castro ard 
Mr. Silva-Netto. 

Fr. Martina wns introduced by 
the Consul-Genernl nnd took for his 
subject the ‘Portuguese in the 
Orient,” with special reference to 
the worth of the Portuyucse com- 
munity in Hongkong. He regarded 
the ovation accorded to bim not ax 
f manifestation to bimaclf, but aa 
an outward and visiblo evidence of 
tho patriotism animating — his 
honrers towards a compatrivt. He 
thanked the Club Committce and 
the gentlemen responsible for the 
invitation that brought him over 
from Macao and hoe thanked tho 
Indios for their presenco, In 
the mothers, tho’ wives and 
the daughtora of the men 
prosont, ho saw the woman 
symbolising oll that inspired man 
to tho noblest deeds, the 
virtues and the tenderness such as 
woman alono was capable of. Ho 
folt no hesitation in saying that tho 
Portugueso women of Hongkong 
wero perfurmng their duty tn the 
proper bringing cp and Catholic 
education of their children. 


The Early Portuguese. 


Tho reverend gentleman spoke 
of the early Portugese and the 
indomitable courage and spirit of 
entorpriso of successive. kinga of 
Portugal, whose initiative was

anid, ‘ure the direct descendants 
of tho great and undying Portu- 
guoxe who spread the glory of 
Portugal in the Far Maat. Tho 
Portugneso community of Hong: 
kong deserve .the respect and 
esteem of all patriots of Portugal. 
In the — luve of country, 
no lesa’ than in the love 
of the religion of ‘the mother 
country, you are filled with tho 
spirit of your raco. Tho recont 
homage which the Portuguero com- 
munity paid to the Patriarch of. 
Goa in a testimony of the abiding 
influence of your grent faith. I seo 
your good works in the fiold of 
roligion and I congratulate your 
women that the education of your 
ebildren is fundamentally based on 
your Catholic religion, Tho groat 
men of Portugal wero men of faith, 
and you have faith.” 


Appeal For Unity, 


Fr. Martins emphasized the fact 
that while the Portugueno lived in 
Hongkong as: loyal subjects of the 
mothor country they acted oy 
faithful citizans of the oldest Ally 
of Portugal. Tho reverend speaker 
concluded by saying, ‘It ia im- 
possible to visualiso tho worth of 
Portuguesc community of Hong: 
kong within tho narrow compass 
of a ehort discourse. You are 
responsible for -the good namo 
of Portugal in this Colony. 
You must live up to that good 
namo, You ara Portuguese; you 
are med of faith and of courage;

Tho valuo of chomical roacarch 
in industry-is gonorally accepted 
nowadays, so much so that the 
improvomonts which originato in 
tho laboratory and culminate in 
tha factory aro looked upon aso 
matter of course. This has prob- 
ably datractod eomowhat from 
tho attontion which would other- 
wiso bo given to the latost 
triumph of tho chomist ovor 
naturo—so-callod artificial silk. 
But it bohoves thoso interosted 
in tho futuro ‘welfaro of the 
ancient ‘silk industry to sit up 
and‘ pondor whothor thoy aro 
facod with morely a koon com- 
potitor or actually & procoss that 
might reduco thoir conturios-old 
art to tho sphore of o minor 
activity. To digress foro space, 
ono might note how the advanco 
of chomical scionco during tho 
last-half contury or so has boen 
marked by congtant offorts to 
roproduco in the laboratory an 
imitation of what natural Inws, 
by laborious procossos, ovolyo to 
porfection in thoir own good 
timo. Ono oxamplo of succosaful 
substitution is tho caco of indigo, 
Tho chomists havo. practically 
killed tho old industry of ex- 
traction from tho: indigo plant, 
though it is still, claimed that 
whon a lasting blue is required 
tho natural product oasily holds 
its own, In rocont yoars thoro 
have boon many attompts to 
produco synthotio-rubber, hithor- 
to without practical succoss, 
But tho production of “ artificial 
silk,” at ono timo looked upon 
almost askanco, hag rapidly od- 
vanced to a position whore it has 
to ‘bo reckoned with. as a now 
toxtilo industry of the groatont 
importance.
